On the waste ot time there is no question. It has been considerable over the years.

She could iiave blown 
her stack and accomplished both thereby. 

Two heads arc not enough, therefore the imposition on you anu this time. Bil lias 
read everything and been on an extension on the phone calls. She has road all but the 
letter that came yesterday. I put it aside and my answer for her to read last night, 
but she had to work, t is uhfiled, awaiting her reading. But I have done nothing except 
advice and write her lawyer, as she asked, (i do find it strange that there lias been 
no response and I can see it as crediting her, if she has exaggerated.) I did not invite 
hero her. ahe invited herself. I don t expect it. In response I reminded her of the past 
when she said she wanted to come, the advance stipulations. With twisting I donot see 
anything to be used, age line t me in what I*ve written. 

She has said she'd repay the cost of tho call. It will probably be like that steak

The one tiling you do not address I raise. In all the atrange cliaracters that Iiave 
shpwn, from tho likes of Ruby and Dago Gamer and Perry Russo to even Thomley and others, 
tne one common cliaracteri3tic is emotional disturbance of some kind. The ease of exploita- 
tion of tliis is obvious. There is no doubt that she has emotional problems, but I can't 
fathom them and can t say they are more than can be attributed to an unwanted child in 
a hung-up household: iven her startling imagination and her cunning, this is an area of 
considerable doubt for me. To out this in your terms, she need only be pointed, ^rom there 
on she could be figured, as could I, pretty much. What makes this all the more difficult 
to dope out is the utter incompetence in the Garrison office, which should lrnve followed 
such tilings as the Bringuier perjury, the Geraci kidnapping, etc.
